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GEN. HAGOOD IS RESTORED 
TO ACTIVE DUTY AT CHICAGO 


Officer Removed From Eighth Corps Post for 
‘WPA Stage Money’ Remark, Assigned 
to New Command. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—Major- 
General Johnson Hagood was or- 


dered restored to active duty today 
in command of the Sixth Corps 
Area at Chicago. 

The decision to restore Hagood 
to active duty was made personally 
by President Roosevelt after a sec- 
ond conference with Gen. Hagood 
at the White House Saturday after- 
noon. . 

Gen. Hagood was removed from 
command of the eighth corps area 
“by order of the President” after 
he had criticised WPA money as 
“stage money.” The disciplined of- 
ficer conferred twice with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

At Chicago he will replace Major- 
General Frank R. McCoy. The as- 
signment is effective May 2. 

Gen. McCoy will be transferred 
to command the second corps area 
at New York, succeeding Major- 


General Dennis E. Nolan, who is 
retiring. 

In Army quarters it was under- 
stood Gen. Hagood, who is the third 
highest ranking general officer in 
the Army, urged President Roose- 
velt to send him to the Second 
Corps area, which is considered the 
most desirable command post in the 
United States. 

But it was reported that this was 
opposed both by high administra- 


tion officials and by Gen. Malin 


Craig, Chief of Staff. 

At Chicago Gen. Hagood will have 
command of the Second Army, em- 
bracing troops within both the Fifth 
and Sixth Corps Areas. Important 
army maneuvers are to be held in 
that region late this summer. 

Gen. Hagood has about 14 months 
to serve before reaching the statu- 
tory retirement age of 64. 

On his own application, however, 
he can retire at any time now with 
full retirement pay. 


AIRLINER CRASH SURVIVOR 
IN ‘VERY CRITICAL’ CONDITION 


Cleveland Business Man, Hurt in 


Pennsylvania Accident, Oper- 
ated On Again. 


UNIONTOWN, Pa., Apri! 13.—Dr. 
William McHugh said today that 
C. G. Challinor, Cleveland business 
man injured in the wreck of the 
airliner Sun Racer last Tuesday, is 
in a “very critical” condition. He 
mentioned in his bulletin that a sec- 
ond leg operation had been per- 
formed, and added: 

“At this time we are unable to 
say whether that operation was a 
success. Mr. Challinor is still liv- 
ing but his condition is very criti- 
cal.”

CONSTANTINE DEMERDJIS, 
PREMIER OF GREECE, DIES 


Summoned From Ketirement by 
Recalled King Last Fall to 
Head Government.

ATHENS, April 13.—Constantine 
Demerdjis, Premier of Greece since 
Nov. 30, died today after an attack 
of apoplexy. 

Gen, John Metaxas, veteran Min- 
ister of War, was named Premier 
to succeed him. 

Demerdjis had been under the 
care of a physician recently, but 
was thought to be convalescing. 
He was found dead in bed. 

A Monarchist with moderate 
views, he had been inactive polit- 
ically for a time until November, 
when he was called by King George 
to form a Cabinet after the re- 
called Monarch had fallen out with 
George Kondylis, who was largely 
responsible for the King’s return 
to the throne. Since then Kondylis 
has died, 

Demerdjis was Minister of Naval 
Affairs in 1913-14 and 1917. He 
then retired from politics and 
taught civil law in Athens Uni- 
versity until summoned to the 
Premiership. 

He was credited with assisting 
King George in mediating between 
rival political parties.

SUPREME COURT TO PASS 
ON CITY BANKRUPTCY LAW 


Statute Intended to Aid Debt-Rid- 
den Municipalities; Guffey 
Law Ruling Deferred.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
pass on  constitutionality of an- 
other New Deal act—the municipal 
bankruptcy law of 1934, which was 
intended to help counties, cities, 
townships, irrigation districts, and 
other political sub-divisions, to re- 
organize and refund their debts in 
Federal bankruptcy courts. 

The court deferred for two weeks 
its decision on constitutionality of 
the Guffey Coal act and the jus- 
tices adjourned until April 27. No 
decisions were handed down, but 
the court announced it would re- 
view certain cases. 

The court will review a decision 
handed down March 3 by the Fifth 
Circuit Court of Appeals upholding 
validity of the Municipal Bankrupt- 
cy Act.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
St. Louis Retail Furniture Dealers’ 
Association, its officers and 42 
merchant members, were today 
charged by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission with an unlawful  con- 
spiracy to monopolize the sale and 
distribution of furniture and allied 
products in the St. Louis and Hast 
St. Louis trade area. 

Among other charges. the asso- 
@iation was alleged to be a combi- 
nation designed to suppress unrea- 
sonable competition and to deprive 
the public of advantages in prices 
and services which it would oth- 
erwise receive. 

The commission set Friday, May 
15, as the final date on which the 
respondents may show cause why 
an order to cease and desist from 
the practices alleged should not be 
issued. 

Among practices alleged in the 
Thade Commission’s complaint are 
the fixing of prices at which fur- 
niture, electric refrigerators and 
radios are to be retailed in the Sf. 
Louis area; discrimination against 
small business enterprises; “freez- 
ing” competing» companies out of 
business, and injuring the public, 
manufacturers, producers, dealers, 


conform or do not desire to con- 
form to the respondents’ prograin, 
but are compelled to do so by the 
respondents’ concerted action. 

Two Groups Reported Affected. 

The respondents are alleged by 
the commission to have enforced 
two policies affecting (1) retail fur- 
niture dealers in the St. Louis area, 
and (2) manufacturers, distributors, 
jobbers and the public in that area. 

Under the first policy, the re- 
spondents are alleged to have re- 
quired retailers to charge the re- 
sale price set by the manufactur- 
ers, and to demand from ultimate 
consumers making deferred pay- 
ments a separate uniform carrying 
charge for extension of credit and 
the privilege of paying on install- 
ments. However, according to the 
complaint, the so-called carrying 
charge, represented to the public 
as an inter-st charge of % of 1 
per cent a month or 6 per cent a 
year on deferred payments, was in 
fact either an interest charge on 
the entire principal for the full pe- 
riod, or included items other than 
interest, estimated in advance, such 
as office and accounting expenses, 
the expense incident to reposses- 
sion of chattels in case of default, 
and other similar expenses. 

According to the commission, the 
second policy required manufac- 
turers and jobbers to refrain from 
selling directly to the ultimate con- 
sumer, or to their own employes 
except for the latter’s personal use, 
or to contractors, institutions, ho- 
tels or large industrial plants. 

Orders From Other Cities. 

Manufacturers and distributors 
are also said to have been barred 
from taking orders from dealers at 
points other than St. Louis and 
East St. Louis, where delivery was 
to be made in those two cities; 
from complying with ultimate con- 
sumers’ requests to buy merchan- 
dise billed through retail dealers 
other than “regular” dealers; from 
donating or placing merchandise on 
consignment except for a short time 
for window display; and from oth- 
er similar practices. 

The association, acting through 
its officers and executive board, 
and with the consent of its mem- 
bers, is alleged to have executed its 
plan by issuing bulletins and oth- 
er printed matter to members, man- 
ufacturers, and distributors, an- 
nouncing the adoption of its selling 
policies; publishing the names of 
retailers failing to observe the re- 
spondents’ policy, and listing names 
and products of manufacturers and 
distributors who did not abide by 
such policies, with the result that 
certain members refused to buy 
from such manufacturers and dis- 
tributors.

FOR THE MINISTRY 


Won World Celebrity as 
Prestidigitator — Mar- 
ried for Third Time Last 
May.

MIAMI BEACH, ¥'la., April 13.— 
Howard Thurston, the magician, 
died of a cerebral hemorrhage and 
pneumonia at his ocean-side apart- 


ment here today. His wife Was 


with him. 

Thurston, who was 66 years old, 
came here early in the season in an 
attempt to regain his health. He 
had attempted to return to the stage 
shortly after Christmas, but was 
forced to give up. 

He was born in Columbus, O., and 
from boyhood he was a magician. 
In 1904 he began a world tour that 


lasted until 1907. 

Since that time he has appeared 
in all parts of the United States, 
and before many notables and rul- 
ers, published a book, “My Life of 
Magic,” and written a play, “The 
Demon.” 

He has made his home recently 
in Whitestone, N. Y. He has 
daughter, Jane. 

The magician was secretly mar- 
ried, last May 24, to Pauline Mark, 
27 years old, his stage partner. She 
was his third wife. 

Educated for Ministry. 

Thurston's parents had intended 
for him to become a minister. How- 
ever, a book of mi had’ fallen 
into his hands When ‘he was a 
youngster, and it fascinated him so 
much that he turned finally to 
prestidigitation. 

Adhering to his parents’ wishes 
that he follow the ministry, Thurs- 
ton attended Mount Hermon Acade- 
my in Massachusetts and was grad- 
uated. Although still interested in 
magic, he enrolled for the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania. The “Great 
Herrmann” finally changed his 
course of life, all unknowingly. 

Through his headmaster Thurston 
became interested in the Burnham 
Industrial Farm at Caanan, N. Y., 
and while waiting the opening of 
the fall semester at Penn, stayed at 
the farm. Becoming interested, he 
remained at the farm more than a 
year. 

The Turn in His Career. 

He gave several amateur per- 
formances for the boys and _ con- 
stantly practiced sleight of hand, 
never having forgotten that as a 
little boy in Columbus the “Great 
Herrmann” had handed him a brass 
collar button seemingly extracted 
from his forehead. 

He often said, in later years, he 
cherished that brass button more 
than he did a beautiful watch 
which struck the hours, a personal 
present from the Emperor Franz 
Josef. 

As commencement time rolled 
around again, Thurston set out for 
Philadelphia, but at the station he 
again came face to face with the 
“Great Herrmann,” who was pur- 
chasing tickets for Syracuse. He 
also asked for a ticket to Syracuse, 
and from that moment the pulpit 
lost a pupil. 

Mystified Herrmann. 

Success was not instantaneous. 
Specializing in card tricks, he util- 
ized his knowledge of magic in sell- 
ing potato  peelers. Thurston's 
greatest bit was an improvement 
on the age-old art of making cards 
rise from a water glass. He 
studied until he did away with the 
glass and holding the deck in one 
hand, he made any card called 
jump frém the deck high in the 
air to his other hand. It was this 
trick that mystified the “Great 
Herrmann,” even though he per- 
formed it on Herrmann’s own stage 
and within touching distance of 
Herrmann. 

From that time his fame spread, 
and from small side street theaters 
he rose to get billing in theaters 
Herrmann had played. He consid- 
ered life complete when he was 
booked at the Palace Theater in 
New York City, then the ambition 
of every vaudeville performer.

The Italian Government declared 


in a telegram to the League of Na- 
tions that it was observing and 
would observe the laws of war, but 
that it must punish “every inhuman 
atrocity committed by its adversary 
in contempt of every principle of 
law and morality.” 

An Ethiopian Government mes- 


gage said tne armies of Emperor 
Haile Selassie also conformed to in- 
ternational agreements regulating 
the conduct of warfare, despite al- 
leged violations by the Fascist 
armies. The Addis Ababa Govern- 
ment conceded that individuals, in 
isolated cases, might have “reacted” 
against the Italian methods, but 
said steps had been taken in such 
cases to impose punishment. 

Emperor Haile Selassie himself 
sent a direct message, protesting 
against the slowness with which the 
League Conciliation Cemmittee of 
13 was setting peace negotiations in 
progress. 

“During the period of delay, the 
enenty has carried its war of ag- 
gression with impunity and has 
rendered it still more horrible by 
daily gas bombing,” he stated. 

The exchange of charges came 
while Salvador De Madariaga of 
Spain, chairman of the Conciliation 
Committee, was preparing to open 
tomorrow peace talks between 
Baron Pompeo Aloisi, Premier Mus- 
solini's Geneva spokesman, and 
Ethiopian representatives. 

Dr. Augusto Vasconcellos of Por- 
tugal, chairman of the Sanctions 
Committee of 18, held himself ‘n 
readiness to convoke that body at 
a moment's notice, if the concilia- 
tion efforts collapsed. 


British Cabinet Meeting on Ethio- 
pia Called for Tomorrow. 
LONDON, April 13.—Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin today sum- 
moned his leading Cabinet Minis- 
ters to meet tomorrow to consider 
what should be done if Premier 
Mussolini refuses an armistice in 
Ethiopia.

Government officials attributed 
the retreat of the Ethiopian armies 
in the north to an absolute lack of 
defense against alleged poison gas 
attacks and aerial bombardments. 

Ethiopian reports said a squadron 
of Italian planes bombarded Warra 
Bailu, 40 miles southwest of Des- 
sye, yesterday, sending crowds of 
worshipers rushing from the 
churches. Three persons were re- 
ported killed. 

Change in Tactics. 

The dispatch of reserves indicat- 
ed a change in the Emperor’s mili- 
tary tactics.

Identifies Memorandums. 

She identified two memorandums 
which she said weer written in her 
home by Grace Thomasson about 
the Wednesday before last Thanks- 
giving. These memos purported to 
describe movements of Mrs. Thom- 
asson at variance with the testi- 
mony the latter gave last week. 
They were read to the jury by 
Jones. 


Anna Ware Tells Why She Didn't 
Name Mrs. Berroyer Lefore. 

Miss Ware, 19-year-old Pennsyl- 
vania housemaid, was not asked at 
the habeas corpus proceeding in the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals through 
which she recovered her baby if she 
could identify the “nurse” who took 
the child from her. On that occa- 
sion, however, she gave a descrip- 
tion of the “nurse” consistent with 
the appearance of Mrs. Berroyer. 

In cross-examining Anna today 
Jones asked why she had not iden- 
tified Mrs. Berroyer in the Court 
of Appeals. “One reason was,” she 
answered, “that Mrs. SBerroyer 
came into that court disguised. I 
might as well say it. She had a lot 
of false hair on. After I heard her 
testify there I was sure she was 
the nurse.” 

Linking Defendants. 

The last questions asked by the 
State of Miss Ware were whether 
she had ever been served with sum- 
mons to appear in the Juvenile 
Court in St. Louis and whether she 
had ever been before that court. 
In answer to each question she said 
she had not. 

The State had offered evidence 
linking the Muenches with their co- 
defendants, Helen Berroyer and 
Wilfred Jones, in the conspiracy 
and these last questions were de- 
signed to complete the proof as 
charged in the information. 

More than three hours of cross- 
examination failed to shake Anna’s 
testimony or to cause her to change 
any essential detail of her account. 

At the conclusion of the State’s 
case, Joseph L. Gutting, counsel for 
the Muenches and Mrs. Berroyer, 
announced he had requested the re- 
turn of Dr. Marsh Pitzman for 
further cross-examination. 

Dr. Pitzman had testifed he had 
become intimate with Mrs. Muench 
in the spring of 1934, shortly after 
she was indicted on a charge of 
kidnaping Dr. Isaac D. Kelley, that 
she later said she was an expectant 
mother and told him he was the 
father of the child to be born to 
her. She obtained more than $16,- 
000 from him, he said, some of 
which was used in her defense at 
the kidnaping trial, at which she 
was acquitted. 

Anna told the jury of Clark Coun- 
ty farmers and Circuit Judge Wal- 
ter A. Higbee, who are hearing the 
case because of the plea of the de- 
fendants that they could not obtain 
a fair trial in St. Louis, the simple 
straight-forward narrative of the 
unwitting part she played in the 
baby hoax through her effort to 
obtain a home for her fatherless 
child, which she related last autumn 
in the Court of Appeals. 


Mrs. Muench Not in Court. 


Mrs. Muench, who was reported 
to be suffering from a severe cold 
Saturday, was not present when 
court opened today. Her counsel 
told Judge Higbee she was in bed. 
But she arrived at 3 p. m. and 
testified, 

Miss Ware, attired in a pink print 
dress with small blue and white 
flowers, and a brown felt hat, be- 
gan her testimony, under question- 
ing by Associate Prosecuting At- 
torney Frank E. Mathews of St. 
Louis, with an account of how she 
arrived in St. Louis last July 31 
and was met at Union Station. by 
Wilfred Jones and Mrs. Rebecca 
Winner, retired midwife. She said 
she went with them from the sta- 
tion to Mrs. Winner’s home at 6015 
Maple avenue, where her baby was 
born. 

Anna told of talks with Jones 
about adoption of her expected 


baby and of an automobile ride 
one evening in Forest Park with 
Jones and Mrs. Muench. 

Retelis of Auto Ride. 

Her account of the automobile 
ride was the same as she has given 
before. Jones had come to the 
Winner apartment one warm éve- 
ning shortly before Aug. 17 and 
asked her to go for a ride. There 
was a.woman in the front seat of 
Jones’ car. Anna was introduced to 
the woman as Mrs. Perkins but 
Anna was not told the name of the 
woman. She related that they got 
out of the automobile near a light 
in Forest Park and she was ceér- 
tain the woman was the person she 
now knows as Mrs. Muench. She 
testified the woman asked her if 
her hair was red and what color 
her eyes were. 

Before driving to the park, Anna 
suid, they made two stops and at 
one house Mrs. Muench went in 
and brought a man out to the car. 

After telling of the birth of her 
baby at 5:45 a. m., Anna said 
that about 11 o’clock that eve- 
ning she was awakened and saw 
Jones and a woman dressed as a 
nurse in the room. The baby was 
in bed beside Anna. She asked if 
the woman had come to take the 
baby away and was told the baby 
was to be taken. It was this wom- 
an that she identified as Mrs. Ber- 
royer. Anna said Jones and Mrs. 
Berroyer departed with the baby 
about 11:30. 


Jones’ Explanation of X-Ray. 


Anna also testified that before 
the birth of her baby Jones took 
her to a physician, Dr. Chester H. 
Denny, and that Jones had told her 
Dr. Denny was his nephew. She 
also told briefly of Jones having 
taken her to a specialist who made 
X-ray photographs of her. Con- 
cerning the X-rays, she said: 

“Jones told me he had made ar- 
rangements with unother girl for 
a baby and that the baby died. He 
did not want to take any chances 
with me and was having the X-rays 
made to be sure the child was all 
right.” 

Jones had told her, she said, that 
the baby would be adopted by a 
couple in Memphis, Tenn., who 
would give it a good home. 

Miss Ware's direct examinatioh 
was concluded in 42 minutes, after 
she had testified she did not see 
her baby after it was taken from 
her until Mrs. Muench took it into 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals last 
autumn under court order. 

In her direct testimony the wit- 
ness recounted, as she had done in 
the Court of Appeals, how she left 
the Winner home late in August 
and went to a Manchester road resi- 
dence as a boarder, under Jones’ 
promise to get her a job. 

There, she said, she “became sus- 
picious” after reading that Mrs. 
Muench had announced the birth 
of a baby to her Aug. 18, told Jones 
she thought that baby was hers and 
asked him to get it back. Jones told 
her, she said, he might get her 
baby back for $300. She, of course, 
was penniless. 

Too Quick for Lawyer. 

When she said in answer to a 
question that she had read that 
Mrs. Muench had announced the 
birth of a baby shortly after mid- 
night of Aug. 17, Joseph Tall, coun- 
sel for Jones, said the question was 
improper. 

“Why don’t ou object?” asked 
the Court. “I do,” said Tall, “You 
can’t hear her and she’s quicker 
than I am.” 

Miss Ware said that when she 
asked Jones the direct question as 
to whether Mrs. Muench had her 
baby he replied that was the idea 
of “some crazy reporters” and that 
he had proof to the contrary. She 
quoted him as having said he “had 
put two and two together” and 
had found out who the father of 
her baby was, declaring the father 
had as much to say about it as she. 
She testified she replie* that she 
“had put two and two together” 
and concluded Mrs. Muench had 
her baby. — 

Continuing, she told of filing the 
habeas corpus suit in the Court of 
Appeals to recover her baby from 
the Muenches. 

Prosecutor Mathews’. last ques- 
tion was, “since the end of the 
habeas corpus suit have the 
Muenches ever brought suit to get 
back that baby?”

drinks and Jones had talked to 
some other persons. .Anna could 
not recall such a stop that evening.

Jones also questioned Anna at 
length about the stop in Forest 
Park, asking her if it had not been 
on the golf course on Art Hill, near 
the “nineteenth hole.”

Jones tried to get her to 
say there were no street lights near, 
but she insisted the stop was on a 
drive with lamps on both sides. 
Throughout her testimony Miss 
Ware spoke in low tones; Both the 
Court and counsel asked her re- 
peatedly to speak louder. Specta- 
tors in the back of the courtroom 
stood and craned forward in an ef- 
fort to hear her. 


Jones made repeated efforts to 
have Anna tell where her baby is 
now. The Court sustained objec- 
tions to all such questions. She 
was asked if she had not made ef- 
forts to keep any of the defendants 
from learning where she and the 
baby had been since she received 
possession of it by Court order last 
Dec. 19. .She denied -.any such ef- 
forts, and said she had gone to her 
sister’s home in Newtown, Pa, Jones 
then asked if she could produce the 
child in court and if she had trans- 
ferred custody of it to any one else.

Appeals to Judge.

Jones asked many apparently 
pointless questions about the de- 
scriptions Anna had given at other 
times of the baby and of the man 
she said was its father. Once when 


the Court had sustained an objec- 
tion and defense counsel] started to 
read an exception into the record, 
Higbee said, “Oh, go ahead 
ask it. That is easier than keep- 

it out.” 

Asked about Mrs. Giordan’s prom- 
ise to pay her $200 to drop her 
rosecution of Giordan, when she 
sought to force him to support the 
baby after birth, Miss Ware testi- 
fied she did drop the charges but 
did not get the $200.

baby. 

Gutting took up the cross-exam- 
ination as _ attorney for the 
Muenches and Helen Berroyer. The 
afternoon crowd filled the aisles of 
the court room. Many women were 
in the audience. 

Gutting encountered obstacles in 
innumerable objections by the 
prosecution and failed to develop 
anything important. The Court sus- 
tained objections to each line of 
questioning by which Gutting 
sought to inquire into Miss Ware's 
personal affairs before and after 
she gave birth to the baby. In the 
continued absence of Mrs. Muench, 
Gutting was prompted in his ques- 
tioning by Mrs. Berroyer. 

The State rested at 2:20 p. m., 
after which the defendants present- 
ed the customary demurrers, which 
were promptly overruled by Judge 
Higbee, who then ordered the de- 
fendants to present their case. Mrs. 
Muench thereupon took the witness 
stand as the first witness for the 
defense. 

The defendants, in this case, are 
charged with criminal conspiracy 
to obtain, without approval of the 
Juvenile Court, possession of two 
infants, Anna Ware's, and the so- 
called Price baby, which died a 
month before Anna’s was born. The 
offense is a misdemeanor, punish- 
able by a maximum sentence of a 
year in the workhouse and a fine 
of $1000. Jones and Mrs. Berroyer 
are charged with perjury, also, as 
a result of their testimony in be- 
half of the Muenches at the habeas 
corpus hearing.

WHY MRS. THOMASSON 
DODGED A QUESTION 


Answer Would Have Put Her 
Adventure With Bank Robber 
Wilhite Before Jury. 


When Grace Thomasson, testify- 
ing Thursday at Kahoka in the 
Muench trial, refused to answer a4 
certain question on cross-examina- 
tion for fear of incriminating her- 
self, she deprived the record of the 
case of an irrelevant but diverting 
sidelight on her own exciting ca- 
reer. 

The “hot butter” blonde with the 
velvety voice and performing blue 
eyes has an air of youth about her 
despite multiple marital adven- 
tures. 

The question that embarrassed 
Mrs. Grace Thomasson Diefenbach 
was put by Joseph L. Gutting, at- 
torney for Mrs. Muench. He had 
her under cross-examination trying 
to impeach her damaging testi- 
mony against his client. 

Gutting was not long in estab- 
lishing that she had associated with 
one Edward (alias Speedy) Wilhite 
and Jack Griffin, alias Gregory, 
gangsters and bank robbers. 

“T have been with them quite a 
bit,’ Mrs. Thomasson admitted. 

“Did you know what they were 
doing when you knew them?” 

“Yes.” 

“State to the jury what they were 
doing.” 

This was going too far for the 
erstwhile glib witness. She faltered 
and then took refuge in her consti- 
tutional right. 

That stopped Gutting in his 
tracks, to the obvious disgust of 
Mrs. Muench, who herself had re- 
sorted to the same device to escape 
testifying in the Anna Ware habeas 
corpus proceedings.

BOY MLLED BY GAS 


IN KIRKWOOD HOME 


Brother and Mother Made Ill 
by Fumes From 
Cook Stove. 


Warren Maire, 13 years old, was 
asphyxiated by gas yesterday in his 
home at 1033 North Harrison ave- 
nue, Kirkwood. His mother, Mrs. 
Helen Maire, 46 years old, and his 
brother, Paul, 23, were overcome. 


Gas had been escaping, appar- 
ently since Saturday night, from a 
burner on the kitchen stove which 
was partially open, but unlighted. 
Over the open burner was a pot of 
chili which had been served at the 
evening meal Saturday. 

Paul Maire told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the St. Louis County 
Hospital, where he and his mother 
are in a serious condition, that 
shortly before 8 o’clock Saturday 
night, after his mother had gone to 
work at the tavern where she is a 
piano player, he lay down on a 
sofa and fell asleep. 

Remembers Brother Being Il. 

He had a vague recollection of 
awakening some time later and 
finding that his brother, Warren, 
was ill. The two went upstairs to 
their bedroom. 

Mrs. Maire said she returned from 
work at 4:30 a. m. yesterday and 
fell asleep downstairs. About noon 
she awoke and went out to get a 
paper, not noticing the gas fumes. 
When she returned she found that 
a pet terrier was ill. She went up- 
stairs and found Warren dead in 
bed, and Paul lying in a stupor 
near the wall. 

Mother Goes for Help. 

Still not detecting the odor of gas, 
Mrs. Maire ran to the home of a 
neighbor, Mrs. Maria L. Botsch, 303 
Manchester road, and told Mrs. 
Botsch her sons had been poisoned. 

“We ran back to the house,” Mrs. 
Botsch said, “and tried to help the 
younger boy. We began to rub 
him. Then suddenly I became ill, 
and I realized I was smelling gas. 
I went down to the kitchen and 
turned it off.” 

Dr. Quentin M. Gaines, whom 
Mrs. Botsch had summoned, pro- 
nounced Warren dead when he ar- 
rived. He estimated that death had 
occurred about 20 minutes before. 

Warren was a student at Kirk- 
wood Junior High School. His 
father, separated from his mother, 
was said to live near Flat River.

LOTTERY CHARGE 


Attorney-General Files Action 
Against Publishers of 
Globe-Democrat. 


By the Jefferson City Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 13.— 
Suit ostensibly to oust the Globe- 
Democrat Publishing Co., publisher 
of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
from business in Missouri, for al- 
leged violation of the State law 


against lotteries, was filed in the 
Missouri Supreme Court today by 
Attorney-General McKittrick. The 
purpose of the suit, however, is to 
compel the newspaper to drop its 
cartoon contest circulation scheme. 

The proceeding, in the nature of 
quo warranto, was based upon the 
“famous names” $15,000 prize car- 
toon contest being conducted by the 
newspaper. The petition charged 
the contest constituted a violation 
of the lottery law, and that the 
company, in carrying on the con- 
test, had “unlawfully misused and 
abused” its corporate charter pow- 
ers and privileges, and had usurped 
powers and privileges not granted 
to it by law. 

McKittrick asked the Court to 
forfeit the corporate charter of the 
company, to oust it from business 
in Missouri, and to fine the com- 
pany such sum as the Court may 
deem proper. 

McKittrick charged in his peti- 
tion that the publishing company 
“is now violating, and has for a 
long period of time continuously

The petition charged that each 
cartoon published in the contest 
constituted a “lottery ticket.” It 
was alleged that the contest “is so 
designed and so conducted as to 
appeal to persons of all ages and 
in general to arouse the gambling 
instinct of the public, and consti- 
tutes a lottery, and scheme in the 
nature of a lottery.” 

Assistant Attorney - General 
Franklin E. Reagan joined with 
McKittrick in preparing and filing 
the petition. 

The Supreme Court likely will be 
requested to appoint a special com- 
missioner to take testimony in the 
case.

ROCKWOOD, Tenn., April 13.—

only 51 workers got through the 
gates. James Huff Jr., son of the 
general manager of the mill, said 
“all departments of the plant are 
operating with reduced forces.” 

Several hundred strikers and sym- 
pathizers swarmed around busses 
and automobiles carrying workers 
to the gates. Several cars were 
turned back. 

About 300 of the 400 employes of 
the mills walked out a week ago 
when officials posted notice that 
hours were being increased from 
eight to 10 daily with no increase

Budget Director Had Estimat- 
ed Amount at $700,000; 
Reduction From Year Ago 


As the city closed its fiscal year 
today, the Post-Dispatch learned 
that the municipal deficit would be 
about $500,000. It may be about a 
week before the exact figure can 
be determined. Budget Director 
Arthur C. Meyers had estimated at 
the beginning of the fiscal year that 
the deficit might be about $700,000. 

A year ago the deficit was $884,- 
323, largely due to the fact that the 
city had restored a 10 per cent re- 
duction of employes’ salaries. When 
Mayor Dickmann took office in 
April, 1933, the deficit was $1,379,- 
529, the largest in the city’s his- 
tory. In 1934 it was reduced to 
$149,198. 

The Dickmann administration has 
declared that it lived within in- 
come during its three years in of- 
fice, but was handicapped by the 
inherited deficit. The Mayor had 
hoped that by now the budget would 
be balanced, with the deficit wiped 
out, but collections were insuffi- 
cient to make this possible. 

Receipts of delinquent taxes dur- 
ing the fiscal year now ending, for 
the city, schools and State, were 
$5,337,332, of which nearly half went 
to the city, compared with a total 
of $6,203,114 in the preceding fiscal 
year. The city had hoped to re- 
ceive as much during the last fis- 
cal year. In addition, results of the 
recent law for sale of delinquent 
tax bills were disappointing. 

Indications were that the budget 
for the coming fiscal year could 
not be balanced, as there has been 
no plan for additional income. Fur- 
thermore, a reduction of the real 
estate assessment for 1936 taxes 
will cost the city $268,388, and the 
administration has advocated addi- 
tional appropriations in the coming 
fiscal year of $214,000 for a traffic 
safety campaign and $36,000 for 
medical ‘supervision of parochial 
schools. 


SILICOSIS VICTIM WINS 
APPEAL TO SUPREME COURT 


Held Entitled to Trial by Jury 
Though Claim Was Not Filed 
Within Three Years. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Re- 
versing lower Federal courts, the 
Supreme Court decided today that 
a silicosis victim was entitled to 
trial by jury of an injury claim 
against his employer, even though 
suit was not filed within three 
years, 

Attorneys for John Michalek, who 
was employed at Oakfield, N. Y., by 
the United States Gypsum Co., won 
the case. 

In their brief, the attorneys said 
the test case would control “sev- 
eral hundred additional” injury 
suits by silicosis victims now pend- 
ing in New York, New Jersey, IIli- 
nois, West Virginia, Ohio and Mis- 
souri courts.

Vice-Chairman of Safety Com- 
mittee Asserts Funds for Past 
Year Were Insufficient. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 13.—An as- 
sertion that the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion and Steamboat Inspection, be- 
cause of inadequate personnel, 
failed to make nearly 9000 inspec- 
tions last year which were required 
by law was made last night by 
Howard S. Cullman, vice-chairman 
of the National Committee on 
Safety at Sea. 

The statement was contained in 
the most recent of Cullman’s let- 
ters in favor of an increased ap- 
propriation for the bureau. It was 
addressed to Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Cullman pointed out that the in‘ 
crease of $824,000 in its appropria- 
tion by the inspection bureau was 
reduced to $36,000 by the director 
of the budget, increased to $203,500 
by the House committee and now is 
in the hands of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. 

He said the bureau “is required 
by law to make one inspection and 
three re-inspections annually of 
American passenger, ferry and car- 
go vesels.

In the letter, Peters reminded

$2,250,000 bond issue, proceeds from 
which would be added to the Fed- 
eral allotment, under the Federal- 
city agreement. 

He also said that a suit to pre- 
vent the city from issuing the bonds 
has been taken to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals last Sat- 
urday after a St. Louis Federal dis- 


injunction application. 

“Real Estate Transaction.” 
Peters contended further that the 
memorial was “purely a real estate 
transaction,” which he asserted was 
attainable “only through the pur- 
chase of 37 blocks of high-priced 
improved private property.” “The 
major portion” of the $9,000,000 to 
be provided by the Federal allot- 
ment and the bond issue, he said, 
would be used for land purchase 
rather than for providing work re- 
lief. 

Peters wrote Attorney-General 
Cummings Saturday, requesting an 
opinion on the legality of the me- 
morial project. He said he expect- 
ed appeal to higher Federal courts 
in the bond injunction proceedings 
would delay issuance of the bonds 
“for Many years.” 
Peters’ letter to President Roose- 
velt follows: 
“Today the nation pauses to hon- 
or the birth of Thomas Jefferson. 
No monument, no oratory can éen- 
rich his achievements, which are 
enshrined forever in the hearts of 
our people. 
“On Dec. 21, 1935, you allocated 
$6,750,000 to the Secretary of the 
Interior for the acquisition and de- 
velopment of an historic site in St. 
Louis to be known as the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memorial, 
this allotment becoming available, 
if and when the City of St. Louis 
shall contribute $2,250,000 which 
will make available for the project 
the total sum of $9,000,000. 

No Bids on Bond Issue. 
“On Thursday, April 9, at a pub- 
lic offering of bonds for this me- 
morial in St. Louis, not one single 
bid was received by the city. Can 
this be interpreted as an omen of 
good for this proposal? 
“Prior to this date it previously 
had been established that several 
of the historic events mentioned in 
the executive order as being asso- 
ciated with this site in St. Louis, 
were fictional rather than factual. 


“It is a fact, however, that there 
is presently pending in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, a 
suit to enjoin the City of St. Louis 
from issuing bonds as a contribu- 
tion toward this memorial, which 
will delay all possibility of such ac- 
tion by the city for many years. 

“It is also a fact that the Comp- 


trict judge had refused to grant the,

Witnesses, who said 
they saw more than one picket on 
duty at one time before March 14, 
“must have mistaken the shadow 
of the lone picket for substance,” 
the Court remarked. The testimony 
of other witnesses, who said the 
voice of the picket, crying that the 
market was unfair, could be heard 
for a city block “must be looked 
upon as hyperbole, a_ figure of 
speech intended to be toned down 
before conveying exact truth,” 
Judge O'Malley stated. 

Judge O’Maliey found that there 
was no disturbance until a picket 
was assaulted “by two gentlemen 
of color, who were driven to the 
scene of action in the plaintiff's 
truck and by his employes.” There 
was no direct evidence that Tzin- 
berg authorized the action, the 
Court held, but added that “there 
was reasonable basis for the union 
to draw an inference.” 

The evidence showed, the Court 
found, that the noise made by the 
picket was counteracted by Tzin- 
berg, “who used a loudspeaker to 
broadcast his wares and invectives 
against the living and dead mem- 
bers of the union.” The plaintiff's 
claim that pickets blocked the en- 
trance to his store “must also fall 
on deaf ears,” the decision stated, 
“because the plaintiff so encum- 
bered the sidewalk with merchan- 
dise that little room was left for 
pickets or pedestrians.” 

The Court dismissed the action 
at Tzinberg’s cost, explaining that, 
while unlawful interference with 
business would not be tolerated, 
there was no evidence that the wn- 
ion had been other than law-abid- 
ing. 


BELLEVILLE MAN DROWNS

Disregarding his wife's warning 
that the water was too cold and he 
was not in condition to swim, 
Dionne ran from her, pulled off his 
shoes and shirt and plunged into 
the current, unusually swift from 
high water. Accompanied by two 
soldiers from Scott Field, Dionne 
and his wife, because of muddy 
roads, had had to walk nearly a 
mile to a clubhouse, their destina- 
tion. He had stopped and rested 
several times during the walk be- 
cause of fatigue. 


A good swimmer, Dionne made | 


his way out to the middle of the 
river, and called to his friends that 


ged him to return to shore. Then 
he sank. Members of the St. Clair 
County Rescue Patrol continued 
their search today for the body. 

Dionne, who had been a member 
of the Ninth Air Squadron at Scott 
Field, was discharged in 1931 be- 
cause of heart disease. He had 
been released only recently from 
the Veterans’ Hospital at Jefferson 
Barracks.

Winter Racers Making Good. 
N all probability the odds will 
be cut still more, for the old 

prejudice against Western and 
winter-raced horses as Derby fac- 
tors is fading. Last year Roman 
Soldier and Whiskolo, which 
raced both at Hialeah and in Tex- 
as during the winter, stood up in 
the 1935 Derby, finishing second 
and third, respectively. 

At the present writing the best 
Derby hopes, based on winter 
form, are Brevity, winner of the 
Florida Derby in new track rec- 
ord time of 1:481-5 (equaling Dis- 
covery’s old mark) and Indian 
Broom, which Saturday set the 
new mark of 1:47 3-5. 


Brevity will continue to be the 
favorite; but the price of 5 to 
2 on him is surely out of propor- 
tion to the 15 to 1 quoted against 
the new Derby factor. 

Indian Broom carried only 94 
pounds in setting his world rec- 
ord, whereas Brevity shouldered 
120, it is true. But the 26 pounds 
difference in weights, translated 
into time, means only one sec- 
ond, five lengths in distance, 


On this basis, if the two horses 
should meet at 120 pounds, dis- 
tance one and one-eighth miles, 
each running his best race, Brev- 
ity would have a margin of three 
lengths over Indian Broom. 


Indian Broom, however, won 
his race by seven lengths, indi- 
cating that he may have reserve 
enough to equalize matters.

Has Carried Weight. 


HERE are other interesting 

features about the develop- 
ment of this “dark horse” of the 
Kentucky classic: For instance, 
this is his third consecutive vic- 
tory as a three-year-old. He won 
at seven furlongs, at one mile and 
at one and one-eighth miles. 

He won all of these races 
handily and by way of showing 
that he can carry weight, he 
picked up 120 pounds to win his 
mile race. 

In all, he has raced eight times 
during the campaign of 1936 fin- 
ishing first three times, second 
and third twice each, and once 
he was badly defeated.

This writer attempts, therefore, 
to select the three men who are 
most likely to represent the United 
States. Then he attempts to pick 
the first six place winners, in or- 
der, in the Olympic Games. These 
are purely “future book” selections, 
made before it is known definitely 
which men will go to their marks 
in Berlin. 

Of all the truly miraculous high 
jumpers who will compete for the 
three places on the American team, 
the three most likely to catch the 
boat to Berlin are Cornelius John- 
son, of Compton Junior College; 
Walter Marty, of Fresno, and Dave 
Burke, Marquette freshman. John- 
son and Burke are of the Negro 
race, leading an ebony phalanx that 
promises to cut a wide swath in the 
paleface ranks at the Olympics.

CHEMISTS OF NATION 
HOLD 9157 MEETING 


Three Hundred Papers and 
Addresses Scheduled at Kan- 
sas City This Week. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 13.— 
The ninety-first meeting of the 
American Chemical Society opened 
here today. Two thousand chem- 
ists, agriculturalists, and industrial- 
ists will participate in sessions last- 
ing five days. 

Researchers representing indus- 
try, colleges and universities, Fed- 
eral and state science services, and 
medical laboratories will discuss in 
300 papers and addresses chemis- 
try’s expanding influence on condi- 


tions of everyday life and industrial 
progress, and in providing tools for 
research in all branches of pure 
science. 

Biological chemistry, the basis 
for advances in maintenance of 
health and in medicine, will have a 
high place on the program. 

The chemists will observe the one 
hundredth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the beet sugar industry in 
America. 

There will be announcements in 
the fields of medicinals, petroleum, 
sugar, industrial chemicals, paint 
and varnish and building materials. 
The significance of chemistry to the 
Mid-West will be unfolded in sym- 
posia devoted to soybeans, meat 
and meat products, and the possi- 
bilities of alcohol-gasoline blends as 
motor fuel. 

Chemists will devote sessions to 
“heavy water,” photochemistry, 
electrochemistry of solutions, com- 
plex inorganic compounds, organic 
analytical reagents, physical chem- 
istry, and organic chemistry, which 
is responsible for successful syn- 
theses of dyes, rubber, and explo- 
sives. 

Microchemistry Papers. 

Microchemistry will occupy a sep- 
erate section of the society. Ap- 
plications of its technique range 
from blood analyses and discovery 
of sex hormones to determination 
of gold in sea water and platinum

Garner Orders Letters Read. 

Vice-President Garner, presiding 
at the trial, said the letters pre- 
sented a question upon which he 
thought the Senate should pass, and 
that it could not determine their 
value as evidence unless it knew 
what they contained. Moreover, he 
was confident of the Senate’s abil- 
ity to give them proper weight, and 
accordingly he ordered them read. 

“Unquestionable Integrity.” 

In his first letter to Attorney- 
General Mitchell, written in De- 
cember, 1929—just about a year aft- 
er Ritter’s own appointment—he 
urged the appointment of Rankin 
as “a man of umquestionable integ- 
rity,” and “a lawyer of exceptional 
| ability, possessing judicial tempera- 
ment.” 

“Judge Rankin,” he continued, 
“was an ardent supporter of Presi- 
dent Hoover in 1928, although he 
previously had been identified with 
the Democratic party.” He declared 
that Rankin “is in complete ac- 
cord with the enforcement of the 
Prohibition law,” and concluded by 
describing his former partner as “a 
good Baptist.” , 

A month later he followed this 
with another letter to Mitchell, re- 
iterating Rankin’s qualifications 
for the office, asserting that “He 
has no superior in the South as a 
common law lawyer” and that, if 
given the appointment, he would 
“lift the Court to a position of 
dignity and respect.” 

“Must Have Been Mistaken.” 

Less than an hour later, Rankin, 
confronted with a copy of his in- 
come tax return for 1931, testified 
that he “must have been mistaken” 
when he deducted $1375 for law 
books, purchased on the _install- 
ment plan. He had no other ex- 
planation. 

On the same date, 
dressed a letter to Newton, in 
which he mentioned his former 
partnership with Rankin, describ- 
ing him as “a man of the highest 
character and integrity,” and “one 
of the ablest common law lawyers 
in the South.” The Judge had a 
way of repeating the same phrases 
in different letters. 

The following April he wrote a 
longer letter to Assistant Attorney- 
General Norman Morrison, with 
whom he had a personal ac- 
quaintance, and from whom he 
sought assistance in promoting 
Rankin’s candidacy, in this com- 
munication he described Rankin as 
“A Hoover Democrat, who was very 
active in the 1928 campaign.” 

He told Morrison the fact that 
Rankin had been practicing law in 
West Palm Beach, Fia., for several 
years, should not be an obstacle to 
his appointment as United States 
District Judge in Alabama, “be- 
cause I know that he has continued 
to regard Alabama as his home. 
and I believe he has voted there.” 


Rules Out Testimony.

JAMES MI BECK 
FORMER SOLICITOR 
GENERAL. DIES 


Heart Attack Fatal at 75— 
Was Noted Lawyer and 
Once U. S. Representa- 
tive From Pennsylvania. 


FREQUENT CRITIC 
OF THE NEW DEAL 


Began Political Career as 
Democrat, but Broke 
With Party in Bryan’s 
1896 Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 13.—James 
M. Beck, critic of the New Deal 
and former Republican Solicitior 
General, died suddenly at his home 
here yesterday. He was stricken 
with a heart attack after an Easter 
dinner with his wife and daughter, 
dying within a few minutes. He 
was 75 years old. 

He began his public career as a 
Democrat. He left that party when 
he disagreed with William Jen- 
nings Bryan’s platform in the 


campaign of 1896. 
He was a frequent assailant of 


the Roosevelt policies and said the 
present administration had been in 
insidious revolt against the Con- 
stitution. 

As a Republican member of Con- 
gress in 1930 he demanded repeal 
of prohibition with the warning 
that the party then in power could 
not long exist ““alf wet and half 
dry.” 

He was named Solicitor General 
by President Harding in 1921, left 
that post, then re-entered Federal 
services later to assist in anti-trust 
suits of the Government. 

In addition to his widow, Mrs. 
Lilla Mitchell Beck, he is survived 
by a daughter, Mrs. Beck Tucker 
and a son, James M. Beck Jr., now 
in London. 

Authority on Constitution. 

In the United States he was 
known as an authoritative consti- 
tutionalist and a great political or- 
ator. Abroad he was the first 
American lawyer to appear before 
the Privy Council, Great Britain's 
highest court; was a bencher of 
Gray’s Inn in London, an officer of 
the French Legion of Honor and a 
commander of the Order of the 
Crown in Belgium. 

He began his political career as a 
Democrat, then became a Repub- 
lican because of the break with 
Bryan over free silver. He became 
later Assistant Attorney-General of 
the United States and Solicitor-Gen- 
eral and finally went to Congress 
as Representative of a Philadelphia 
district, although much of his law 
practice was in New York. 

Seated as a Republican, he voted 
against the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill 
in 1929 and was said to be the first 
Pennsylvania Republican to oppose 
a protective tariff in the national 
legislature. He contended that the 
bill delegated to the' President pow- 
ers of taxation which the Constitu- 
tion vested in Congress. 


Addresses Logical and Forceful. 


His oratorical powers brought 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives flocking to the floor from 
coat rooms and lobbies whenever it 
became noised around that he was 
tc speak. 

On Feb. 8, 1930, when he ad- 
dressed the house on “The Revolt 
Against Prohibition,” his perora- 
tion was the signal for applause 
from wets and drys alike. He 
warned that the Republican party 
could not exist long “half dry and 
half wet,” demanded repeal of the 


Volstead Act and urged that pro= 


hibition enforcement be léft to the 
several states. He favored repeal, 
too, of the eighteenth amendment, 
but said it could not come for 25 
years. 

Mr. Beck’s public speaking at- 
tracted attention soon after he was 
admitted to the bar in 1884. Literary 
lyceums and Y. M. C. A. debates 
flourished in those days and his 
services were in much demand for 
such occasions around Philadel- 
phia. He soon attracted notice as 
a Democratic stump speaker, par- 
ticularly during the<third Cleve- 
land campaign and when it ended 
successfully for his party, he was 
named Federal District Attorney 
for Eastern Pennsylvania. But he 
left the party fold in 1896, balking 
at the Bryan platform. 

Supported McKinley for President. 

He supported McKinley for the 
presidency and thus it happened

MOSCOW, April 13. — Outlining 
the part Soviet youths are taking 
in building up the nation A. V. 


Kosareff, secretary-general of the 
Young Communist League, declared 
in a speech at the organization's 
tenth national congress yesterday 
that 46 per cent of the Soviet popu- 
lation was born since the Red Revo- 
lution. 

His figures showed that nearly 
half the country’s 173,000,000 inhabi- 
tants are 18 years of age or under. 

Kosareff spoke in the great “Hall 
of Sessions” of the Kremlin, in the 
presence of Josef Stalin, Soviet 
leader, and other members of the 
Government. 

Among the statistics given were 
the following: 

Only l‘per cent of the young men 
and 12 per cent of the young women 
who are collective farmers practice 
religious rites, compared to 63. per 
cent of the peasant boys and 72 per 
cent of the peasant girls in 1922. 

Forty-three per cent of the young 
men and 98 per cent of the young 
women workers do not smoke. 

Nearly 60 per cent of the young 
women in workers’ families hold 
jobs. 

The number of girls among indus- 
trial workers has grown rapidly, as 
they constituted 44 per cent of all 
young workers in 1935.

MOSCOW CHURCHES CROWDED 
FOR EASTER SERVICES 


Improvement in Dress of Women in 
Congregations as Compared 
to Last Year. 
By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, April 13. — Moscow’s 
28 churches were crowded to over- 
following yesterday at Easter serv- 


ices, attended by an estimated 60,- 
000. Worshipers were unable to 
push their way into the buildings 
and packed the premises around 
them when, promptly at the stroke 
of midnight, priests announced 
“Christ is resurrected!” Many car- 
ried lighted candles and brought 
Easter cakes to be blessed. 

The fact that Easter coincided 
with the Soviet “free day,” when 
all work is suspended, allowed the 
devout and the curious to remain 
up most of the night. A distinct 
improvement in people’s clothing 
was noticeable at the Easter ser- 
vices as compared to a year ago. 
Women wore dresses of a quality, 
material and design not seen in 
Moscow last Easter. 

The principal services were held 
at St. Nicholas Orthodox Cathedral, 
where the Metropolitan Sergius of- 
ficiated. William C. Bullitt, the 
United States Ambassador, and 
many other Americans attended 
services at the French Church of 
St. Louis de France, where Father 
Leopold Braun officiated. He is a 
native of New Bedford, Mass. 


MEXICAN WORKERS CELEBRATE 


EXILING OF PLUTARCO CALLES 


30,000 in Demonstration at National 
Palace Cheer Attack on Ex- 
President. 

By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F. April 13— 
Thirty thousand members of the 
Confederation of Mexican Workers 
paraded in front of the National 
Palace yesterday to demonstrate 
their approval of the exiling of 
former President Plutarco Elias 
Calles and three of his political 
allies. 

The demonstrators also paid trib- 
ute to three trainmen killed in the 
bombing of the Vera Cruz train 
last Monday. Their ashes, placed in 
a single urn, were carried at the 
head of the parade. 

Vicente Lombardo Toledano, lead- 
er of the confederation, pledged 
the organization’s support to the 
Government of President Cardenas, 
He was cheered when he attacked 
Calles as “a traitor to the revolu- 
tion and to the cause of Mexican 
workers.” 

Replying to Lombardo's speech, 
Luis Rodriguez, secretary to Carde- 
nas, said the Government would 
continue its efforts to better the 
conditions of the working masses 
and reiterated that the present ad- 
ministration “is not Communistic.”

REFUSE FURTHER 
CREDIT 10 SPAIN 


Forced Change in Coun- 
try’s Monetary Policy 
Forecast — Ministry De- 


nies Devaluation Rumors. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, April 13. — A forced 
departure from Spain’s prevailing 
monetary policy was regarded by 
many informed sources today as in- 
evitable because of a new and po- 
tentially serious menace to her in- 
ternational credit. 

With approximately 700,000,000 pe- 
setas (the peseta is valued at about 
13.6 cents) tied up in frozen credits 
due to exchange restrictions, it was 
learned American and other for- 
eign banks have declined to open 
further credits unless the Govern- 
ment provides some positive guar- 
anty of their payment on maturity. 
Of the amount, approximately 250,- 
000,000 pesetas, or $35,000,000, repre- 
sent merchandise and other credits 
of American interests in Spain. 

The uncertainty of the present 
political situation, coupled with in- 
sistent rumors the Government was 
contemplating devaluation, caused 
the banks to take this action. 

Devaluation Denied. 

The Ministry of Finance has 
denied the devaluation rumors, but 
a record delay of 341 days in pay- 
ment of exchange applications led 
foreign banks to halt credits tempo- 
rarily as a safety measure. 

Observers believe there is little 
danger of devaluation until after 
exchange arrears are liquidated be- 
cause of the international repercus- 
; sions which would follow the almost 
inevitable suspension of payments 
should devaluation precede liquida- 
tion. It is understood, however, that 
there is strong pressure on the 
Government to proceed to the im- 
mediate liquidation of its exchange 
arrears and then let the peseta seek 
its own level. 

The official value of the peseta is 
‘artificial, arbitrarily fixed by the 
Exchange Control Board. It is not 
subject to pressure because it is not 
sold in open market. Its value is 
48.40 to 100 francs, but this value 
may be changed at the discretion of 
the board.

Revolutionary Government Sets 
About Dividing Big Land Holdings 
In Paraguay Among the Peasants 


Wealth Also Part of Program of 
Col. Franco. 


By the Associated Press, 
ASUNCTION, Paraguay, Apri: 13. 
—One month after provisional Presi- 
dent Rafael Franco decreed Para- 
guay a@ totalitarian State, a “true 
democracy of the peasants and 
workers,the revolutionary regime of 
this war-torn little country has si- 


lenced its nationalistic drum-beat- 
ing and today is intensively en- 
gaged in a reconstruction program. 

Distribution of 2,200,000 acres of 
idle land among Indian peasants is 
one of the major goals this vear. 

A military revolt placed Col. 
Franco, hero of the Chaco war, into 
power and he was recailed from ex- 
ile to the presidency. Leaders of 
the former Government are now in 
exile. 

The land distribution scheme has 
created keen interest both internal- 
ly and abroad because of the great 
tracts held by leading Paraguayan 
families and foreign interests, chief- 
ly Argentine. 

Collective Farm Plan. 

Under the settlement program 
collective, co-operative cultivation 
and selling will be encouraged, the 
program envisaging communal 
lands for each foreign settlement. 
The program will be financed by 
bonds guaranteed by a tax on tan- 
nin, one of Paraguay’s principal ex- 
ports, 

An agricultural bank is planned 
to give credits to peasants and fi- 
nance their purchase of foreign im- 
plements. A program is under way 
to increase wage scales and . in- 
crease living standards. 

The Government last night cabled 
President Roosevelt acceptance of 
an invitation to participate in the 
projected Buenos Aires Pan-Ameri- 
can peace conference and is com- 
pleting preparations to release some 
20,000 Bolivian prisoners of war 
urdier the recent Bolivian-Para- 
guayan protocol. 

Exchange of prisoners probably 
will start within a fortnight. Com- 
pletion of the transfer will give the 
Government 2,800,000 Argentine 
pesos for maintenance costs, the 
equivalent of $800,000 badly needed 
cash. 

Public Ownership Program. 

The situation at present is one 
of consolidation of the revolution 
through the organization of one 
unified revolutionary party. The 


temporary totalitarian decree 
clared revolutionary causes identi 
cal and banned any opposition party 
activities for a year. 

President Franco, questioned as 
to his program, reiterated briefly to- 
day the following points: 


1. A gradual fulfillment within 
financial and technical possibilities 
of nationalization of natural and in- 
dustrial wealth. 


2. All objectives will definitely be 
fixed within the doctrine and pro- 
gram to be drafted by the National 
Revolutionary party, now in process 
of organization and which will in- 
fluence the projected constituent 
assembly in adopting a new and 
fundamental law for undeveloped 
and unpopulated land. 

3. The constituent assembly prob- 
ably will be covoked in 1937 and, 
since the decree prohibiting inde- 
pendent political activities will then 
have expired, the assembly will have 
the participation of all factions. 

Franco has already issued a se- 
ries of decrees to aid labor and 
Guarani Indian peasants, who form 
a majority of the population, but 
the broadest part of the program 
depends upon a thorough consoli- 
dation of the revolutionary § ele- 
ments into a disciplined and co- 
hesive union. 

The party, which is generally sim- 
ilar to the National Revolutionary 
party of Mexico, is made up of the 
Association of War Veterans, a 
prime factor in the Feb. 17 revolt; 
the Confederation of Workers, the 
Federation of Students and the Na- 
tional Independent League, which 
is a group of Liberals. 

Communists have no part in this 
lineup and known Communist agi- 
tators have been expelled. Police 
are watching militant labor leaders 
so Closely they have protested to 
authorities. 

The first party convention will be 
called shortly and is expected to 
trace definitely a revolutionary pro- 
gram.

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DELAY IN GRADE CRO REMOVAL. 
CROSSING 
How fares the Government's program of grade- 
crossing removal? It proceeds with exceeding slow- 
ness. 
It was a year ago that President Roosevelt, hor- 
rified by the death of 14 children when a train 
wrecked a school bus at Rockville, Md., ordered an 
immediate start on crossing elimination, and allo- 
cated $200,000,000 for the purpose. There was every 
hope that a great campaign to eliminate highway 
death-traps, provide employment and add to public 
convenience was about to get under way. 
A year later, only $185,000,000 worth of crossing 
removal projects has been approved at Washington. 
Detailed plans for less than half of these, or $90,- 
900,000 worth, have been completed. Contracts have 
been awarded for only $52,255,194 of the work. And 
construction has actually begun on less than one- 
fifth of the whole pregram, on 478 projects, with a 
value of $38,500,000. 
Now it is announced from Washington that a start 
on only about half of the entire program can™~be 
made by midsummer. This despite the fact that the 
campaign was announced almost exactly a year ago, 
and that the program now has been in preparation 
for seven months. 
Why this long-drawn-out delay in a program of 
such urgent importance? It is the fault of the com- 
munities, says Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the 
Bureau of Public Roads. Great difficulty has been 
encountered in acquiring rights of way for the pro- 
posed improvements, he asserts, because: “The meth- 
ods the public is forced to follow in acquiring real 
property will always delay a public works program 
until they are changed. Present methods are obso- 
lete and belong to horse-and-buggy days.” 
It is assuredly true that present methods of con- 
demning property for public use often result in 
tedious delays. Mr. MacDonald is justified in urging 
changes in the laws and customs so that public un- 
dertakings may get under way more quickly. 
This is not the whole explanation for the delay 
in the grade-crossing program, however. Other ob- 
stacles were encountered in St. Louis, and presum- 
ably the local experience is typical in many ways. 
Seven crossing projects here were approved by Fed- 
eral engineers as long ago as last April. They are 
just beginning to get under way. 
One cause of the delay here was the dispute over 
Federal restrictions on the division of labor and ma- 
terial costs. Because the percentage of the outlay 
going to materials was greater than the standards set 
by the Government, the whole grade-crossing pro- 
gram was imperiled for atime. After several months 
of delay, this point of contention was ironed out 
when, in September, grade-crossing projects were 
freed from the requirements. 
The crossing projects here, as we have said, were 
approved by Federal engineers last April. But it 
was not until last December that they were formally 
approved at Washington. 
Another cause of delay in the program here, not 
attributable to Federal red tape, was the prolonged 
debate over some of the projects by the Board of Al- 
dermen. The proposed crossing elimination on Chip- 
pewa street failed of approval at the recently ended 
term of the board, but will be revived later. 

It is evident that the delay in the program is by 
no means wholly due to local obstacles. Rather, it 
has been a combination of circumstances, in which 
Washington must bear a large share of the burden. 
Again it is brought home how the creation of em- 
ployment by useful public works has been delayed 
through lack of intelligent advance planning. 

The grade crossing is a public menace of increas- 
ing gravity. Figures recently issued by the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads show that the loss of 
lives at these crossings in 1935 was 1680, a total 
larger than in any year since 1931. Fatalities in 1934 
were 1554; in 1933, 1511; in 1932, 1535, and in 1931, 
1811. Last year, 4658 persons were injured in such ac- 
cidents, an increase of 358 over 1934. Scarcely a day 
goes by that news dispatches do not record a cross- 
ing accident, often with severa)] fatalities. 

With the development of high-speed, streamlined 
trains, the accident figures may be expected to in- 
crease unless action is taken meanwhile to reduce 
drastically the number of intersections where the 
streams of highway and railway traffic meet. The 
$200,000,000 program alone is insufficient to elimi- 
nate the danger, but it can make a sizable reduction. 
It is no tribute to American enterprise that even this 
start toward the objective has been so inexcusably 
slow in fulfilment. Both the Government and the 
local communities should push crossing elimination 
by all possible means. 
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NOTE ON THE ENGLISH SYSTEM. 

The Englishman traditionally is baffled by the 
American political system. The recent return of the 
MacDonalds, father and son, to the House of Com- 
mons after their defeat in the general] election last 
November provides a good chance to say that the 
American cannot be blamed if he finds some things 
about the English system a bit hard to understand. 

Malcolm MacDonald, the son, was trounced by a 
Laborite for the seat from Bassetlaw, in Nottingham- 
shire, England, in the general election; he now goes 
back to the House of Commons and his post as 
Dominions Secretary in the Baldwin Cabinet as mem- 
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jber from Dingwall, in the Ross and Cromarty dis- 


trict of Northern Scotland. 

As there was no vacancy in the Dingwall district 
for which he could campaign, a vacancy was created 
for him. The sitting member, Sir lan MacPherson, 
Liberal Nationalist, was raised to the peerage, and 
thus given a seat in the House of Lords, to clear the 
way for the return of young MacDonald. 

Since the Ross and Cromarty district is all of 500 
miles north of Nottinghamshire, it is as if a Senator 
from Illinois, after being defeated by his constitu- 
ents, ran to fill a Senate vacancy created in Minne- 
sota by the resignation, for his special benefit, of a 
Senator to accept some higher governmental post. 


The case of the father, former Prime Minister J. | 


Ramsay MacDonald, involves even more territory. 
He began his career in the House of Commons as 
member from Leicester, in Centra] England, not far 
from London. Next he appears as the member from 
Aberavon, in Wales. His third constituency is also 
Welsh, Glamorgan. As Prime Minister, it was Sea- 
ham Harbour, England, far up on the North Sea 
coast, which kept him in Parliament. Defeated for 
re-election from the last-named in November, he is 
how back in the Commons and Lord President of the 
Council in the Baldwin Government as the member 
for the Scottish Universities, a bona fide vacancy 
having arisen for that seat owing to the death of 
Noel Skelton, elected last November. 


In terms of the geography of the United States. 
Ramsay MacDonald's career would run something , 


like this: First, member of Congress from Ten- 
nessee; next, delegate from the Territory of Hawaii; 
third, delegate from the Philippines; fourth, Senator 
from Pennsylvania, and fifth, member from Harvard 
and Yale. . 

It would be hard to convince most of us that this 
sort of social security arrangement for politicians 
would be desirable in the United States. Missourians, 


we imagine, would be annoyed to find that after they 


had turned out a Senator under an avalanche of 
votes, Nevada or Rhode Island had sent him right 
back to the Senate. 

LIBERTY’S CRADLE. 
In a scholarly thesis, the Richmond Times-Dispatch 
has feloniously attempted to defraud Massachusetts 
of one of its holiest possessions, and, worse still, has 
presumed to challenge the historical accuracy of a 
statement in the Post-Dispatch. The context of our 
remarks about the “Grand Old Commonwealth” has 
escaped us, but somewhere along the way we ven- 
tured that Massachusetts still rocks “the cradle of 
American liberty,” and this ancient verity moved 
our urbane Virginia contemporary to the rebuke 
we reprinted in a recent issue. 
Taking off from the erroneous premise that Vir- 
ginia kindled the first blaze of freedom on this con- 
tinent, the article zoomed through apocrypha, through 
conjecture, through shallow claims and repudiated 
contentions, garnered mostly from the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. About the volumes constituting that 
amiable work of reference we shall speak only with 
great restraint. For the purpose of this discussion, 
let us merely observe that its collaborators never 
heard of Faneuil Hall, or if they did hear of it, 
they apparently concluded that space did not permit 
the slightest mention of it. 
Well, Faneuil Hall is “the cradle of American Lib- 
erty,” and is so accounted in song and story, in 
folk lore and legend and in the imperishable en- 
tablature of fact. And Faneuil Hall is in Boston, 
and Boston is in Massachusetts, even as Plymouth 
Rock, where “the heavy night hung dark the hills 
and waters o’er, when a band of exiles moored their 
bark on the wild New England shore.” What were 
the dude ranchers down in Jamestown doing on 
that Walpurgis twilight which Felicia Hemans has 
told us about? Ask Samuel Adams. ‘Ask John 
Hancock. Ask the galloping Paul Revere. Climb. 
up to the top of Bunker Hill monument and ask 
Daniel Webster. If you ask us, we'll frankly tell 
you the landed gentry at Jamestown were drinking 
mint juleps and thanking the Lord they were Vir- 
ginians.

The presidential preferential primary which II- 
linois will hold tomorrow in connection with its nom- 
inating primary will be one of the most important 
of the generally ineffective presidential primaries to 
be held this spring. Usually, these alleged trial heats 
are of no consequence because leading candidates stay 
out of them or because “favorite son” trickeries pre- 
vent open tests of sentiment. 

In Illinois, however, Senator Borah of Idaho and 
Col. Frank Knox, Chicago publisher, avowed candi- 
dates for the Republican nomination, are pitted 
against each other. The result will not bind the Ili- 
nois delegation to the Republican convention, but 
there can be no question that defeat will be a serious 
blow to the prestige and hence to the candidacy of 
the loser. Some observers say the loser will be 
counted out automatically. 

But in any event, the absence of Gov. Landon’'s 
name keeps the Illinois primary. from testing party 
sentiment as it should. Were the man from Kan- 
sas in the race with Borah of Idaho and Col. Knox, 
the outcome would have the value the presidential 
primary’s backers intended it to have. Since he is 
not in the race, the result will tell us only what the 
Republicans of Illinois would do if they were choos- 
ing the party’s candidate from a list reduced to these 
two names. 
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FOR THOSE WHO DON’T VOTE. 

What happens to the German citizen who stays 
away from the polls on election day? Wallace R. 
Deuel, Berlin correspondent of the Chicago Daily 
News, in a dispatch to his newspaper, describes the 
fate of one such luckless non-voter in the town of 
Lutenhal, in the Hartz Mountains, who ignored all 
reminders to cast his ballot. The next day, a pro- 
cession of loyal Nazis marched to his place of work, 
and while a delegation asked for his dismissal, 
“speaking choirs” outside catalogued his sins. Then 
the demonstration went to the non-voter’s home, 
placed an election banner in his hands and marched 
him about town as an “example.” What the Nazis 
term “protective arrest” followed. No wonder the 
“election” brought out some 99 per cent of the eli- 
gible vote. 

The Germans go to the polls under pressure when 
their voting means nothing; Americans in great 
numbers voluntarily stay away from the voting booths 
when their ballots could improve government. It is 
worth thinking about. ' 
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ESTONIA CHOOSES. DEMOCRACY. 

As recently as a year ago, Estonia was listed among 
the world’s dictatorships. The country was put under 
martial law in March, 1934. Elections and the ses- 
sion of Parliament called for by the Constitution 
were postponed. Last March, all political parties were 
abolished by governmental decree. Soon after, it was 
announced that the old Parliament would never meet 
again, and that a new Constitution, along corporative 
lines, would be drawn up. All this, and the concentra- 
tion of power in the hands of President Paets, was 
“for the good of the country,” it was explained. These 
are the familiar steps and slogans by which democ- 
racy is destroyed and dictatorship established. 

Then the voice of the people was heard. Estonia’s 
leaders decided to hold a plebiscite on the form of 
government, and the result was unmistakable. There 
were 472,000 ballots for constitutional rule and 149.- 
000 for dictatorship. Now, it is reported, a national 
assembly is to be called, to draw up a Constitution 
along more liberal lines than the old one. 

The remarkable thing about the Estonian episode 
is, of course, that the people were permitted to speak. 
In the eyes of the reigning dictators, the Baltic Re- 
public’s rulers were only half-hearted in their am- 
bitions, or they would never have authorized such a 
procedure. It is a fair assumption, however, that the 
dictator-ridden area of the world would shrink great- 
ly if the people’s will could be made effective.

The Effects of Smoke on Health 


British physician tells how breathing of fume-laden air may lead to catarrh, bron- 
chitis, impairment of lungs and ultimately heart failure; says infant death rate 
fom respiratory ailments is twice as great in smoky areas as in other sections; 
psychological effect of gloom, he asserts, has been shown to reduce work output.

T seems strange that of the three necessi- 

ties of life, food, water and air, legislation 

for air should have been so long delayed in 
spite of man consuming seven times as much 
of it by weight as he does food and water. 
We inhale about 35 pounds of air daily, and 
as a result, dwellers in industrial cities have 
lungs more or less similar to those of a coal 
miner, not pinkish in color like those of a 
child or one who tills, the fields, but black- 
ened, both on the surfaces and in the depths, 
due to the deposit of carbon. 

The tarry and sulphur acids, less visible 
but infinitely more dangerous than the car- 
bon, set up an irritation in the mucous lin- 
ing of the windpipe and smaller tubes. 

Chronic catarrh supervenes. The mucous 
lining becomes rough and thickened, the 
surrounding tissues lose their elasticity and 
become leathery in texture. The changes 
produce symptoms of chronic bronchitis, 
symptoms resulting from persistent irrita- 
tion, partial collapse of the lungs and incom- 
plete oxygenation of the blood. 

To make up for this deficiency, certain 
areas of the lungs undergo compensatory 
distension. The air vessels are enlarged, 
but, owing to the change in their lining, are 
functionless. Their walls are atrophied and 
the fine network of blood vessels disappears 
—a condition termed emphysema. Now the 
blood is incompletely purified; the heart 
has to work overtime to rid the blood of its 
poisonous gases; ultimately, like the com- 
pletely exhausted but flogged horse, it stands 
still—heart failure. 

This, therefore, is the sequence of path- 
ological changes: catarrh, bronchitis, em- 
physema, heart failure.

Dr. W. A. Brend believes that a smoky and 
dusty atmosphere is one of the most nox- 
ious influences producing these results, and 
that “as a cause of infant mortality, it tran- 
scends all other influences.” If one of the 
miain effects of soot is to cause bronchitis 
and lower the resistance of the respiratory 
organs, then his argument is borne out by 
such figures as these: 

Roughly, one-twelfth of all the deaths in 
England and Wales aré due to respiratory 
diseases. In Manchester, the respiratory death 
rate is twice as great. Again, for all rural 
England the infantile death rate for 1928 
due to pneumonia and bronchitis was 8.8 and 
for county boroughs 16.27. 

Recent researches into the etiology, pre- 
vention and cure of rickets have shown that 
the diseased calcification of the growing 
bones results from a diet deficient in anti- 
rachitic substance, and lack of ultra-violet 
rays. Either the addition of the active prin- 
ciple in cod liver oil or ultra-violet irradia- 
tion for a few minutes daily will wholly stop 
rickets developing. 

The psychological effects of gloom require 
consideration. “There is nothing more pro- 
foundly ingrained in our psychology than 
the beauty of light and the hateful ugliness 
of gloom.” This psychology of light is an 
important factor, and its actual materia) re- 
sults have been demonstrated by the Indus- 
trial Fatigue Research Board in that the out- 
put of work was found to be definitely di- 
minished when lighting conditions were bad. 


When Socialists Govern Cities 


From the Pittsburgh Press. 


HERE are lots of things about Socialism 

we don't like. But it must be admitted 
good government has resulted from Social- 
ist administration in several municipalities 
where the voters have grown weary of the 
two major political parties. 

In Reading, a Socialist regime was in pow- 
er for many years and, on the whole, per- 
formed creditably. Milwaukee, under its So- 
cialist Mayor (just re-elected), is in sound 
shape fiscally and its municipal] house is in 
good order. And Bridgeport, Conn., liked its 
Socialist Mayor so well that it re-elected him 
for a second term, along with an entire City 
Council. 

Fred Schwartzkopf, Bridgeport’s City 
Clerk, has explained why the Socialists are 
clinging to power in that municipality, in the 
face of strong opposition from both Repub- 
licans and Democrats. 

“Success of our governmental setup in 
Bridgeport is simple,” he revealed. “Every- 
thing we do is open to the press and the 
public. No closed meetings of any kind are 
held. All books are available to the public 
at any time. That’s the way to prevent 
graft.” 

All municipal employes, Mr. Schwartz- 
kopf revealed, are appointed through civil 
service eXaminations. This eliminates the 


patronage abuses that afflict the average 
American city. 

Works Progress Administration projects 
are being backed strongly by the city ad- 
ministration, the City Clerk said. In con- 
trast, Mayor McNair stubbornly refuses to 
permit co-operation here with the WPA in 
putting unemployed to work. 

Mr. Schwartzkopf emphasized that Bridge- 
port no longer was in financial hot water 
and that the city’s bonded indebtedness will 
be reduced a half-million dollars in excess 
of original plans. 

It does not take a Socialist administration, 
of course, to accomplish these commendable 
achievements. Any city government, regard- 
less of party, can do the same if its offi- 
cials are honest, capable and will shun par- 
tisan politics. But what Bridgeport’s regime 
and Milwaukee's have accomplished is a 
challenge to the two major political parties 
that they should not ignore. 

The average American citizen wants good 
municipal government above all else, and he 
cares little what party is in power, so long 
as he gets it. It is up to the Republican and 
Democratic parties to furnish this good gov- 
ernment, or take a chance on losing out to 
a third party, as already has happened in 
Milwaukee and Bridgeport.

HE double bill at the American 

—“The Great Ziegfeld” amounts

The three-hour chronicle is not 
a scrupulous biography of the late 
Florenz Ziegfeld Jr., well-known 
and self-appointed glorifier of the 
American girl. It does not pre- 
tend to be. Suggested “by fro- 
mances and incidents in the life of 
America’s greatest showman,” it 
makes Ziegfeld into something that 
William Powell can play, without 
getting out of character very far. 

Even though only more or less 
authentic, therefore, 
Ziegfeld of the show is a gentle- 
man to captivate an audience from 
the beginning. His enthusiasms for 
show-building, his insouciant star- 
grabbing, his prodigality with or- 
chids, diamonds and telegrams, and 
the thousand and one apocryphal 
details of his celebrated career 
make him a man of great charm. 

Enough bits of music from “Fol- 
lies,” “Sunny,” “Rio Rita,” 
“Whoopee” and “Show Boat,” 
enough appearances of the so-called 
“Ziegfeld personalities” are woven 
into the story to make it seem 
fact. A few authentic dates tie 
things together. 

The giant spectacles, where Hol- 
lywood makes the grand splurge in 
Ziegfeld’s name, are brought forth 
without any straining whatsoever. 
One of them, a production number 
around the song, “A Pretty Girl Is 
Like a Melody,” can go down in 
records where only topnotchers are 
listed. It is the only one in the 
show, it seems to me, which offers 
the audience all the continuing sur- 
prise and enchantment of which 
Ziegfeld himself was capable. 

Set on a giant circular staircase— 
spiral volute, I believe the Holly- 
wood men call it—it revolves 
through one amazing sight after an- 
other, with the resources of the 
camera close-up giving more visions 
of beauty than Ziegfeld could ever 
give on the stage. Appropriately, it 
comes just before the intermission 
in the three-hour film, and gets its 
plentifully deserved applause.

PROF. 7. Ml MARSHALL ' 
DIES IN CALIFORNIA 


Authority on American History, 
Succumbs While on Leave 
Fromi Washington U, 


Thomas Maitland Marshall, pro 
at Washington 
University from 1920 until he went 
on leave of absence last May, died 
yesterday morning at Campbell, 
Cal., the home of his wife's parents. 
He was 59 years old and had been 
in ill health for several years, fol- 
lowing a cerebral hemorrhage. 
Mrs. Marshall had accompanied 
hinr West. 

Born at Lansing, Mich., he was 
educated at the University of Mich- 
igan, later doing graduate work at 
Leland Stanford University and at 
the University of California, where 
he obtained the degree of Doctor 


of Philosophy. After teaching in 
the public schools of Wieconsin and 
California, he served from 1915 to 
1920 in the history of departments 
of Stanford, the University of Ida- 
ho and the University of Colorado, 
successively. 

Coming to Washington Universit- 
ty, he relieved Prof. Roland Usher 
when the latter was ill. At various 
times he lectured in summer 
schools of several universities. 

An authority on American his- 
tory, Prof. Marshall expounded the 
view that colonial history of the 
nation was not confined to the 
Atlantic seaboard. He encour~ 
aged hig graduate students to do 
research work ima middle western 
archives. 

His writings included: “A History 
of the Western Boundary of the 
Laguisiana Purchase, 1819-41": “St. 
Vrain’s Expedition to the Gila in 
1826”; “Report on the Archives of 
Idaho”; “Colonization of North 
America, 1492-1783" (with Herbert 
E. Bolton); “Life and Papers of 
Frederick Bates”: “American His- 
tory”: (a textbook published in 
1930); the article on St. Louis in the 
latest edition of the: Encyclopedia 
Britannica, and various articles in 
historical reviews and in the Die 
tionary of American Biography. 

With Mrs. Nettie H. Beauregard, 
curator of the Missouri Historical 
Society, he published “The Journals 
of Jules de Mun,” dealing with West- 
ern fur trading, and he was editor 
of “Early Records of Gilpin County, 
Colorado, 1859-61." He was a mem- 
ber of various historical societies, 
and was secretary of the Missouri 
Historical Society in 1923-33. 

He is survived by his wife and 
two sons, Willis Woodbury and Le- 
roy Maitland Marshall, 5511 Clemens 
avenue. The funeral will be heid 
here late this week, but arrange- 
ments have not been competed.

Republicans and Democrats will 
each elect 50 delegates and two al- 
ternates in each of 25 congres- 
sional districts. The Democrats are 
entitled to 58 delegates at the na- 
tional convention and the Repub- 
licans have 57 to their national con- 
vention. The additional delegates- 
at-large will be named May 1 at 
State conventions, the Democrats 
electing eight at Springfield and 
the Republicans naming seven at 
Peoria.

DAVIS REPORTS ON NAVY PACT 


Talks With President Roosevelt at 
White House. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—Nor- 
man Davis, chairman of the Amer- 


ican delegation to the London 
naval conference, made his person- 
al report today to President Roose- 
velt on the new naval limitations 
treaty. , 

After talking briefly with the 
President, Davis said he was un- 
certain whether the treaty would 
be submitted to the Senate for rati- 
fication immediately. This, he said, 
will probably depend on the length 
of the session. 


given an appointment by a Demo 
cratic President, he received one 
from a Republican administration, 
being named an Assistant Attorney- 
General of the United States. In 
this position he wag engaged large- 
ly upon “trust busting,” distin- 
guishing himself particularly in the 
Government’s successful suit 
against the Northern Securities 
Corporation and in the sugar cases. 

Resigning this post in 1903, he 


built up a lucrative practice in 


New York. He kept at this for 
18 years, interrupting it in 1921 to 
become Solicitor-General by ap- 
pointment of President Harding. 


He re-entered the service of the 
Federal Government when  anti- 
trust suits were again engaging 
much attention. Harry M. Daugh- 
erty wag Attorney-General, and im- 
portant actions were before the Su- 
preme Court. Solicitor-General Mr. 
Beck conducted or supervised ar- 
guments before the high court in 
approximately 1000 cases and in 78 
per cent of these the Government’s 
contentions were upheld. 

It was whiie he was Solicitor- 
General that he was permitted to 
practice before the Privy Council 
of Great Britain, whither there had 
been appealed a land suit brought 
by the United States in Canadian 
courts. As the first American to 
argue a case before that august ju- 
dicial body, he attracted consid- 
erable attention and when the 
United States won its claim he was 
given much praise by legal authori- 
ties of the land of Blackstone. 

But he was favorably known 
abroad before he made his argu- 
ment to the English. high court. 
When the World War broke out in 
1914 he championed the cause of the 
Allies and did it with such effect 
that he was elected a bencher of 
Bary’s Inn, London, the first for- 
eigner in 600 years, it was said, to 
receive that dictinction. His ef- 
forts brought him also his decora- 
tions from France and Belgium. 

Essay Widely Read. 

He wrote a number of books 
and articles on the war and his es- 
say “The Evidence in the Case,” 
was translated into the languages 
of all the allied nations. 

When Attorney-General Daugh- 
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ling Attorney-General, holding the 


place until President Coolidge began 
his second term in 1925, when he 
gave up his Federal post and re- 
turned to his practice, this time with 
offices in Washington as well as 
New York. He was engaged in this 
work when elected in 1927 to the 
seat in the national House vacated 
by William 8S. Vare when the lat- 
ter ran for the Senate. 

Mr. Beck defended the right of 
Vare to the Senate place when the 
bitter fight broke out against the 
latter in the upper house. A book, 
“The Vanishing Rights of_ the 
States,” was largely an argument 
for Vare’s cause. 

Mr. Beck was born July 9, 1861, 
in Philadelphia. He graduated 
from Moravian College at Beth- 
letiem, Pa. in 1880, and got a 
job as a clerk for the Philadelphia 
& Reading Railway. Of nights he 
read law books and for a time as- 
sisted the reporter of the State Su- 
preme Court. Later he entered a 
law office and finally, in 1884, was 
admitted to the bar. 


Wrote Book on Constitution. 

His speeches and writings were 
characterized by directness carried 
almost to the limit of bluntness. 
His eloquence graced many notable 
occasions and he was as well known 
as a speaker in Great Britain, 
France and Scotland as in this 
country. 

His book, “The Constitution of 
the United States,” was ranked 
among the most authoritative works 
on the subject. He also wrote a 
number of legal works, “The Pass- 
ing of the New Freedom,” “May It 
Please the Court,” “War and Hu- 
manity,” “The Reckoning” and oth- 
ers. 

Patriotic speeches by Mr. Beck 
during the World War were widely 
acclaimed and were as fervid in 
their enthusiasm for the tllied cause 


as were bitter his criticisms of indi-} 


viduals and movements which he 
opposed. He was a frequently-heard 
critic of the League of Nations. 

The Constitution of the United 
States had his constant support. He 
condemned its critics and held it 
to be the hope of the world, although 
in criticising the sixteenth and 
eighteenth amendments he contend- 
ed the spirit of the Constitution was 
dead in America. 

Among the cases handled by him 
as Solicitor-General were those of 
the validity of woman suffrage, the 
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lottery cases, child labor cases, the 
future trading case, livestock case, 
Great Lakes cases, the validity of 
the eighteenth and nineteenth 
amendments and the case involving 
the right of Congress to divert earn- 
ings of strong railroads to the re- 
lief of weaker roads, 

Argued 100 Cases Personally. 

Mr. Beck personally. argued more 
than 100 cases in the Supreme 
Court. Members of the court paid 
high tribute to his ability when he 
left the office. 

He was attorney in Supreme 
Court tests of administration acts. 
In one, the Tennessee Valley Act, 
in which he represented Alabama 
Power Co. stockholders. He lost 
that case. “\ 

A second case In which he ap- 
peared as counsel was won last 
week when the Supreme Court up- 
held’ the refusal of J. Edward 
Jones, New York oil stock dealer, 
to file information with the Securi- 
ties Commission. 


At the time he entered Congress, 
Vare was Senator-elect and the 
place was offered to Mr. Beck when 
James M. Hazlett, Philadelphia Re- 
corder of Deeds, who had been 
elected to succeed Vare as Repre- 
sentative, resigned without taking 
the seat in order to run for re-elec- 
tion as Recorder of Deeds in Phila- 
delphia. 

Mr. Beck achieved his place in 
Congress only after a battle with 
Democratic opponents who sought 
to keep him from the House on 
grounds of non-residence in Phila- 
delphia. He was re-elected to the 
seat in November, 1928, by a close 
margin. His Democratic opponent 
had a recount of ballots made, 
which showed that the converted 
Republican had won by 114 votes. 

After thig recount Mr. Beck had 
another fight to win the seat when 
Philadelphia independents and 


others questioned “his residence in 
Philadelphia. The question was 
heard before the House Committee 
on Privileges and Elections and his 
eligibility upheld. He was re-elected 
in November, 1930 and in 1932. 

Honorary degrees were conferred 
upon Mr. Beck by his alma mater, 
the Universities of Pennsylvania, 
Michigan and Pittsburgh; Lafay- 
ette, McGill University, Franklin 
and Marshall and Muhlenberg. The 
Societe des Gens de Lettres, a 
French literary men’s group, made 
him a member in recognition of his 
war writings. 

He had residences in Washing- 
ton, New York, Seabright, N. J., and 
Philadelphia. He married Miss Lilla 
Mitchell of Philadelphia jn-1890. A 
son and a daughter were born to 
them.

ew York University, 
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Body Activity Attributed 
To Electrified Molecules 


‘Researchers at Harvard Medical School Re- 
port Finding Positive and Negative Charges in 
Protein-Relation to Contraction of Mustles. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 13.— 
Discovery of billions of previously 
unknown electrical charges in the 
human body indicating that the 
“spark of life’ is essentially electri- 
cal was reported to the American 
Chemical Society here last night on 
the eve of its ninety-first meeting. 

The discovery, made at Harvard 
Medical School, fits into other dis- 
closures of science that include 
thought and emotions in a network 
of electrical phenomena which ap- 
pear to underlie body chemistry 
and structure of living matter. 

The newly found electrical 


molecules, the body's’ so-called 
“building blocks,” hitherto consid- 
ered electrically neutral. 

In effect the Harvard men discov- 
ered billions of molecule-size dyna- 
mos which exist in every human 
being. ' 

The findings result from 10 years 
of research under direction of Dr. 
Edwin J. Cohn, ‘professor of biolog- 
ical chemistry at Harvard. He was 
assisted by Profs. John T. Edsall, 
Jeffries Wyman Jr. and Ronald M. 
Ferry at Harvard. Collaborating 
| were Dr. George Scatchard of Mas- 
| sachusetts Institute of Technology 
‘and Dr. John G. Kirkwood of Cor- 
nell University. 

Relation to Nerve Impulses. 

“These newly found forces,” it 
was stated in the chemical socie- 
ty’s announcement, “are of primary 
interest in connection with the 
transmission of nervous impulses. 
Clarification of these electrical ef- 
fects removes an important barrier 
(to the understanding necessary to 
the intelligent treatment of nervous 
‘disorders, of how a nerve message 
‘courses down a nerve fiber.” 
| The protein molecules, though al- 
'most infinitely small, are giants 
|compared with an atom of-hydro- 
gen, the unit of weight of nature. 

The giants are from a few hun- 
dred to 5,000,000 times the weight 
‘of the hydrogen unit. That much 
of man’s life activity comes from 
them is indicated by the discovery 
at Harvard that they are electrical- 
_ly many times more active than fat. 
| The least active of these proteins, 
the body’s amino acids, are 10 times 
| more lively electrically than water. 
| Fat is found to be possibly less ac- 
tive electrically than water. 

Inquiry with radio rays ranging 
in length from 10 to several thous- 
and meters, disclosed the electric 
charges on these proteins. 

Positive and Negative Charges. 

The charges were found to be 
positive and negative, balancing 
each other so that ordinary methods 
of investigation failed to show their 
presence. But in action, of many 
sorts of life processes, the radio 
| testing disclosed that the charges 
_ give the protein molecules what is 
| known as “dipole moment.” This 
means that each molecule becomes 
/ a small electro-magnet. 

When such an electro-magnetic 
molecule moves, it is just like the 
armature of a dynamo—it produces 
electric current which flows to 
others tissues of the body. 

“The contraction of muscles,’ 
said Dr. Cohn’s report, “the secre- 
tion of glands and the conduction 
of nervous impulses are all asso- 
| ciated with electrical changes. The 
| passage of electricity along the 
/merve has occasionally been com- 
pared to that along a telegraph 
wire, although it is certain that the 
conducting tissue is in no sense an 
electric wire, but rather composed 
like the other organs of the body 
of proteins and lipoids, acids and 
bases, salts and water. 

Shape of Molecules. 

“Of these only acids, bases and 
salts are electrolytes and conduct 
electric current, but the rate at 
which they move in an electric field 
ts far too slow te account for the 
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charges are on the giant protein 


electrical properties of the body 
tissues.” 

The “dipole moments” found in 
the proteins, he said, make it clear 
how these nerve currents may trav- 
el. The protein’ electro-magnets 
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change their polarity and probably | 


try to reverse their position end 
to end. 


“Where 
in contact,” Dr. Cohn adds, “or 
where the proteins characteristic of 
lean tissue are oriented, differences 
in electrical potential occur. 


and give rise to the kind of elec- 
trical phenomena characteristic of 
the contraction of muscle and the 
conduction of nerve.” 


These studies have helped identi- 
fy the shapes of molecules of the 
human body. Blood shapes are 
mostly round. Gland _ secretions, 
such as insulin and thyroglobulin 
from the thyroid, are also spherical. 

But the molecules of the clot- 
forming proteins involved in coagu- 
lation of the blood are fod-shaped. 
Likewise the important protein in 
the contraction of the automatic 
muscles, which regulate internal or- 
gans like the heart, are rod-shaped. 
Each of these molecules is estimat- 
ed as 1000 times longer than simple 
molecules. 

Shortening of these rods as a re- 
sult of electrostatic forces is thought 
to explain contraction of muscles.

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T’S very easy for Segar, who 
| createa Popeye, to tell you all 

about his one-eyed sailor, Popeye 
came into being by accident and 
after that he “just growed.” Now, 
after six years of life, he just 
keeps on growing despite anything 
that Segar can or wants to do about 
it. He’s made Segar into a rich 
man and he dominates his life even 
to the point of forcing him to eat 
spinach in public places, when what 
Segar really likes is mustard 
greens. 
It’s a little more difficult to ex- 
plain away Mr. Elzie Crisler Segar, 
the man. If you look for him 
among his characters, for a physi- 
cal description, anyway, you'll have 
to go to Castor Oyl. Segar isn’t 
quite as small as Castor, but he 
has that insignificant appearance. 
He rather likes that about himself, 
It helps to keep him from attract- 
ing attention and to retain, without 
too much embarrassment, his shy 
and retiring personality. 
He is genuinely modest in speech 
and manner and, at first appear- 
ance, seems to be the very antithesis 
of Popeye. Phychologists, both 
professional and amateur, have 
jumped to the inevitable conclusion 
that here is a man with a terrific 
inferiority complex who out of ne- 
cessity is creating his very opposite 
—a tough, swaggering, domineer- 
ing, completely uninhibited extro- 
vert. Maybe so. Segar insists that 
he didn’t brood or dream about Pop- 
eye at all. One day, when he was 
still drawing the “Thimble Theater” 
strip, he needed a sailor to take 
Castor and Olive Oyl on an ocean 
trip to the “Dice Islands.” Castor 
had the boat, but no crew. He saw 
a man standing on the dock and 
yelled: “Hey, are you a sailor?” 


“Ja think I was a cowboy?” the 
man blurted back. And that’s how 
Popeye was born, with not a bit 
more fuss. 

“After that,” Segar says, “Popeye 
just stole the show.” Finally the 
“Thimble Theater” had to be aban- 
doned ana the strip became just 
Popeye, with all activities centered 
about him. Segar maintains that he 
can’t manipulate his characters. 
“I’ve just got to let them do what 
they want to do,” he says. “If I try 
to force them they go bad on me.” 
Which may mean anything to the 
psychoanalyst, but it at least bol- 
sters Segar’s contention that Pop- 
reye isn’t consciously made to his 
creator’s opposite. 

Certainly Popeye’s most appeal- 
ing characteristics are his inde- 
structibility and his rather capri- 
cious, but usually overwhelming, 
kindness. Segar has the kindness 
to a generous degree. No more 
obliging man has come along in a 
long time. As to his indestructi- 
bility, it would be hard to say. Now, 
at 41, with a rheumatic back, he 
looks as if the next stiff wind 
would blow him away. He has an- 
other one of Popeye's traits. When 
people are trying to find out all 
about him he feels, if he doesn’t 
say: “I yam what I yam, that’s 
what I yam.”

EGAR was born in Chester, ITl., 

where he had only a little formal 

schooling and a lot of hard work, 

He was expelled from. school 
once for sassing the teacher, which 
is another item to chalk up against 
the theory that he is a timid and 
repressed soul. When he is in a 
luw mood, as he was here after the 
serious entertaining which was 
done for him in Kansas City, he is 
apt to turn to a young fellow who 
is apparently frittering away his 
time and say: “Boy, when you're 
young is when you've got to work 
hard. You've got to do a lot of 
work on your own time.” 

Segar did a lot of work on his 
own time when he was young. Af- 
ter he finished the eighth grade 
he started right in helping his fa- 
ther, who was a house painter. He 
painted and hung wallpaper. Asa 
boy he had started copying “Pan- 
handle Pete,” a comic that ran at 
the time, and that got him a job 
drawing posters for the Chester 
movie theater.

Treatment of 


Scabies With 
Skin Remedies 


Important Feature Is Com- 
plete Renovation of All 
Clothing.

HE itch, or scabies, is no 
T respecter of persons. While 
most people believe that the little 


bug which causes it hides in unclean 


bedding, dirty underclothes and 
linen, and unclean 
clothes generally 
and that the dis } 
ease is, therefore. 
something of a dis 
grace, it is not al 
ways confined to | 
the habitues of 
tenements or 
cheap lodging 
houses. 

“The fluidity of 
present day popu 
lations contributes | 
to making scabies 
the explanation of 
the itches of the 
tycoon, the social- 
ite and the univer- 
sity professor equally with the me 
chanic’s daughter on relief. 

“Seventeen cases among the well- 
to-do could be traced to family con- 
tact; 10 were incident to travel: 
three came from hotels, one of them 
a princely hostelry.” 

The cause of the disease is a. 
small animal parasite called the 
acarus scabei. This animal burrows 
its way into the superficial layers 
of the skin in parts of the body 
where the skin is thin. A common 
site is in the web between the fin- 
gers, 


Treatment External. 


The treatment is entirely by ex- 
ternal remedies; commonly by the 
use of sulphur in ointment form. 
The ointment should not be applied 
for longer than one or two days 
because the sulphur itself, if used 
longer than this time, will cause an 
irritation of the skin. 

An important part of the treat- 
ment is to send blankets and clothes 
to the dry cleaner, to send linen 
and underwear to the laundry, and 
ito immerse the bedclothes and 
underwear in boiling water after the 
treatment is completed. 

Cure is usually effective in a short 
time, although recurrences are 
known to occur, and it is unfortu- 
nate that people acquire a phobia 
about the bug and keep applying 
sulphur ointment until they smell to 
high heaven and also induce a gen- 
eralized inflammation of the skin 
all over the body. 

Lack of precautions as to clothes 
and bedding are, of course, the rea- 
son that scabies may occure in any 
class of society. A physician who 
was visiting at a summer resort, 
was consulted in his bedroom by an- 
other vacationer. The latter had a 
well developed case of the itch, and 
in the process of showing the doctor 
the lesions on the skin, he had 
thrown his coat and hat on the 
doctor's bed, As soon as the patient 
left, the doctor had all the bedding 
taken to the laundry and insisted on 
a new, clean mattress and laundered 
sheets. In this way he probably 
saved himself from an attack. 

Another story is that of a doctor 
on an ocean liner, who was con- 
sulted on the sixth day out from 
port by a fellow passenger who was 
literally covered with scabies and 
who, undoubtedly, had spread some 
of it to other passengers by way 
of the bedding or direct contact.
